JEWISH ENCOURAGEMENT TO RUSSIA. 


Ir we would understand why the Russian Government so persistently 
flouts public opinion and ignores Jewish representations concerning its 
treatment of our coreligionists who are subjects of the TSAR, we must 
take note of such an item of news as appeared in The Times of last 


Saturday. There we are informed that on the previous evening the 
RussIAN AMBASSADOR and Countess BENCKENDORFF gave a dinner 
at the Russian Embassy. And we read that among the guests were 
Mrs. SASSOON, Mrs. BISCHOFFSHEIM, and Sir Parnip Sassoon, M.P. 


Now at this moment, apart from her general ill-treatment of our people, | 


Russia is engaged in a series of particularly brutal expulsions of Jews 
from the “Holy” City of Kieff, where death and disaster have been 


dealt out with lavish hand as part of Russia's campaign for extermi- 


nating its Jewish population. The Government of the “little Father”. 
has, besides, just been arraigned by a leading member of the Duma for 
permitting a nauseating and atrocious piece of villainy whereby Jewish 
girls, whose only offence is a desire for higher education, have been 
violated by Government officials. Further, a charge of murder has 
been trumped-up against a Jew named BEILIS, the main reason for the 
allegation being that the TSAR announced his belief, without having a 
scrap of evidence upon which to found it, that the crime was the work 
—ofaJew. And above all in connection with this affair the Russian 
Government has preferred an indictment, virtually against the whole 
of the Jewish people, alleging ritual murder to be a Jewish religious 
practice. Surely in such circumstances it is, to put it at the lowest: 
wretchedly bad form for Jews and Jewesses to accept the hospitality of 
the RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR. If is conceivable that a Jew holding an 
ofticial position, for instance in the Government, might be compelled 
for reasons of State not to refuse an invitation proffered by the repre- 
sgntative of a power on terms of close friendship with this country. But 
no such consideration enters in the case to which we are calling atten- 
tion. There are many and many Jews and Jewesses among the masses 
of our people so poor in this world’s goods that a dinner given to them 
would be a Godsend. We hope, and believe, there are none so poor in 
spirit that they would take it at the hands of a representative of a 
country behaving as does Russia towards the Jewish people. And yet 
the ladies and the gentleman referred to are wealthy persons who were 
impelled to the dinner table of the RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR only in 
obedience to a desire for social prestige! The Rev. MORRIS 
JOSEPH need not wonder at anti-Semitic tendencies manifesting them- 
selve3 in England when those bearing honoured names in the community 
can ba guilty of such a lapse from every canon of good taste. What 
opinion of Jews can such conduct arouse in non-Jews? Just that 
which would have been evinced had some leading Frenchmen in this 
country. consented to be the guests of the GERMAN AMBASSADOR on 
the evening of Sedan. The analogy is exact, because Russia is waging 


a ralentless war against the people to whom Count BENCKENDORFF'S 
Jewish guests of last Friday night belong. | 


But there is a broader consideration involved than the behaviour 


of these individuals. Sir PH1Lir SASSOON is a Member of Parliament, 


who, a8 a young man entering public life, was heartily welcomed a few | 


months ago largely because he was the son of his father. How is it 
possible for the wrongs of our psople to be laid before the House of 
Commons when our own representatives have their legs under the 
mahogany of the RussIAN AMBASSADOR? If this is to be taken as 
the meed of the attitude of Jewish M.P.’s towards Russia, we need not 
wonder that no protest has been heard of late at St. Stephen's 
concerning Russia’s treatment of her Jews. The Jewish Press 
may catalogue in sickening detail the acts of barbarity against our 
coreligionists constantly enacted as a set policy by Russia. Our 
efforts must be nullified when the RussIAN AMBASSADOR can point toa 
Member of Parliament, bearing one of the most distinguished names in 
_ Jewry, who thinks so amiably of Russia as to accept social hospitality 

at his hands. The President of the Board of Deputies may wax 
_ Indignantly eloquent over the wrongs of Russian Jews. The President 
of the Board of Guardians may point to the well-nigh intolerable 
burden of charitable relief forced upon the community by Russia's 
treatment of our people. Their words are heavily discounted when a 
Jewish Member of Parliament consents to be the guest of the RUSSIAN 
| AMBASSADOR. The President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, on every 
_ Occasion of his annual address for years past, has declared that practi- 

cally the whole of the Jewish problem is involved in the position of 
the Jews in Russia by reason of the manner in which they are 
oppressed by the Russian Government. Mr. MONTEFIORE may or may 
not be correct in his diagnosis, but, as one of the heads of the Conjoint 
| Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Asgociation and the Board of 

Deputies, he is constantly invoking the good offices of the English 
Government on behalf of Russian Jews. He is constantly appealing to 
publie opinion against the wickedness of Russian administration, he is

for ever endeavouring to impress it with a sense of the barbarous 
cruelty which is the Jewish lot in Russia. His fine strivings on 
behalf of his unhappy brethren can be of little avail when he is met by 


the fact that one of his colleagues on the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 


Association, Mrs. BISCHOFFSHEIM, dines as guest of the representative 
of Russia in this country. Frankly, we ought not to be surprised that 
the Tsar and his bureaucrat advisers are misled as to Jewish opinion 
here when Jews and Jewesses are found as personal friends com- 


placently accepting the hospitality of His Imperial Majesty's 


Ambassador. 

We imagine the plea that will be set up to excuse these persons. 
We suppose we shall be told that it is good policy to be on amicable 
terms with Count BENCKENDORFF so that influence can be brought to 
bear upon him in the direction of obtaining an amelioration of our 


people’s position in his sovereign’s country. “Codlin’s the friend not . 
‘short’ will be propounded. But the argument will not bear a moment's 


examination. For one thing it is inherently unsound, because anyone 
who knows anything of Russia knows quite well that friendship 
of any kind has never influenced in the least her policy. To go 
no further back in history than the quasi-entente with England, we have 
proof that Russia has in no sense found the friendship of this country 
a restraint in, but has actually employed it for the purpose of pro- 
mulgating her interests entirely regardless of British interests. Be 
this as it may, if the ‘Codlin” policy is for a moment to be enter- 
tained as the correct one for Jews to pursue, then it cannot be effected 
by the three guests of last Friday evening dining with the RUSSIAN 
AMBASSADOR, while the responsible heads of the community, such as 
those we have named, ceaselessly denounce Russia and protest against 
the villainies of its government. Such a mad-hatter policy is incon 
ceivable. The excuse, if offered, must hence prove futile, and the plea 
suggested can be of no avail. | 

The fact, we expect, is that Sir PHILIP SASSOON and his co- 
Jewish guests behaved as they did as a result of sheer thoughtlessness. 
The opportunity of taking part in a pleasant social function presented 
itself, and they gave not a moment's heed to Jewish interests, or a 
moment's thought to the effect of their act upon the people to 
whom they belong. But we have of late as a community suffered 


| quite enough from the thoughtlessness or carelessness of Jews in high 


places. It is time we demanded more care and more consideration. 
The task of insisting upon it, especially in the case of those who bear 
names that have long been held in respect by us all, is by no means 
an inviting one. But these are not the days when we can afford to 
take the easy way of covering delinquencies to the Jewish cause or 
hiding up acts of disloyalty to our people. The Jewish position 
demands eternal vigilance, and those, whoever they may be, occupying 
public positions, who publicly ignore its urgent claims, must, in the 
general interest, be sternly brought to book.

A GOOD many stones are being thrown just now at the Balkan 
_ belligerents, and some of the largest and the most 
Jews and formidable by the men who formerly hymned the 


the Balkans. chivalry of these States in dithyrambic strains of the 


most extravagant character. or ourselves, having 


never believed in the heroic character of the war against Turkey, we 


are not surprised at its sordid development. Having uttered no pans, 
we cast no stones, and are not even mildly astonished at the announce- 
ment that the Turks have set out to rescue the Christian populations 
from the hands of their Christian redeemers. It is not the first time 
in our history that we have been admitted behind the scenes of a great 
‘Crusade.’ What interests us more, is the fact that Jews—who wear 
every country’s uniform but their own—must now be in the field with 
the various armies to the extent of nearly 40,000 men. Even in the 


small Greek community of some 5,000 souls, there is hardly a family | 
which has not some of its members at the front; and the ardour and 


enthusiasm with which Rumanian Jews, Turkish Jews, Greek Jews, 
Bulgarian Jews, and Servian Jews are upholding the honour of their 
respective countries and flying at each others’ throats dispose finally 
of the theory that Jews cannot fight—though we do not expect that in 
the end all this Jewish prowess will cause even a single disability to 
be removed from the Jews of Rumania, much less bring any permanent 
or tangible good for the Jewish people. 


Indeed, the fresh turmoil is already involving Jews, with others, in the 
massacres which seem the inevitable concomitant of Balkan wars. The 
defeat of Bulgaria, we presume, puts an end to the pretensions! of that 
country with respect to Salonika. That city seems now destined to fall 
to Greece—unless Austria should feel tempted in the general melée to 
realise an old ambition there, or the city be neutralised as a way out 
of the present difficulties. Fears have been expressed as to what may 
happen to the Jewish traders of Salonika in the event of a permanent 
Greek occupation, and Greek officials, from M. VBNIZELOS downwardg, 
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have been busy proving poe groundless such alarms are. 
RABBI of Salonika bas stated that he has confidence in the economic 
future of Salonika under Greek domination. But Rabbi JACOB MEIR 
has ere now proved his extreme powers of accommodation to the 
circumstances of the time being and the chief of these circumstances 
is that the Greeks are masters of Salonika at this moment.

cruelty. The idea is a commendable one, especially if the pamphlet 
were provided with explanatory notes and introduction written in a 
manner to appeal to the general public. A correspondent, Mr. C. W. 
FORWARD, who sends us a letter this week upon the question of 
Shechita, warns us that literature of this sort will provoke a reply, 
with the result that a controversy will be raised which, may possibly, 
not end in the way dasired by Jews. All we can say is that we do not 
fear replies. We only desire the fullest light upon thesubject. As for 
raising a controversy, we thought that it already existed, and did not 


need to be created by a Jewish reply to the articles already circulated 
by the opponents of Shechita. 


Mr. FoRWARD'S suggestion that a controversy may not end satisfac- 
torily for Jews is, as we point out in a note to his letter, characteristic 


of the attitude of the handful of men and women who are conducting 


the present agitation, and can see no wisdom in any theories but their 
own. Let us add, however, that pamphlets are not everything in this 
controversy ; and the best evidence that this is the view of the Jewish 
authorities themselves, and that they are anxious to do everything that 
is reasonable to ensure the utmost freedom from anything approaching 
cruelty to animals may be found in our announcement this week, that 
the Shechita Board has acquired two patents for new casting apparatus, 
and is considering the purchase of a third. The community will be 
exceedingly glad to see that the Board is making Shechita as strongly 
proof as possible against even the moat exacting of its critics.

ANTI-SEMITIC TENDENCIES. 
THE PROBABLE CAUSE. 


THE CHILDREN’S COUNTRY HOLIDAYS. 


l is a trite and obvious fact that the discovery of the cause of an evil, a 


disease, a wrong, takes us nine-tenths along the road, at the end of which 
will be found the cure. This is experience so universal as to be readily 
acceptable as an axiom without debate. The palliatives, the pro- 
phylactics, and the remedies detailed in the pharmacopwia, and which 


the materia medica prescribes, are traceable to diagnosis of the ills they are - 


set down to combat. To offer to cure that of which we know nothing about 
the cause is to play the charlatan and the quack. The best and most honoured 
of medical men cannot remove themselves altogether from: charlatanism 
or from quackery so long as diseases exist which they treat and of which 
the cause remains unrevealed. The justification of the science of medicine as 
of the art of surgery is that its professors keep open mind as to the cause of 
every disease which flesh is heir to. If the profession were ever to rest 
satisfied that all that was possible was known of the cause of any 
ailment, however slight, our physicians and doctors would vote themselves 
a band of empirics. Only by eternal delving and digging at the reason for 
any complaint of the physical sort can the medical man hope to triumph. 
Only by recognising his utter inability to be certain that he has reached truth 
in causation can he maintain the open mind essential to success in his pro- 
fession. The point requires no further elaboration here, but it is one 
insistence upon which is necessary to the subject here presented. 


As with the human body so with the body politic. Diseases afilict the 
latter as diseases afilict the former. The former is no more liable to deranging 
accident than is the latter. There is nothing that will appear wonderful in the 
fact if we recollect that the body politic is, after all, but a congeries of human 
bodies. The one is but a multiple of the other. The body politic of Anglo- 
Jewry we are told, for instance, is sensible of premonitory symptoms that 
are indicative of a disease from which Jews everywhere are liable to suffer. 
The symptoms in the present instance are, to be sure, not severe, nor are 
they very definite. It is altogether doubtful whether: they point to any 


chronic trouble or whether they reveal anything more serious than a transitory © 


indisposition. Still, it is as well to have some regard to them betimes and 
_to watch narrowly such trouble as the Rev. Morris Joseph detailed in a 
recent deliverance, to which reference was made in this column last week. 
For the disease they point to is undoubtedly anti-Semitism, a complaint that 
may pass ina mild attack that leaves the patient’s general health unimpaired. 


On the other hand anti-Semitism may prove a dire scourge, the effects of which 


may be vital in their consequences. Mr. Joseph perceived the necessity for 
looking for the cause of the trouble. The didactic manner he assumed and 
the way in which he laid down with such definiteness his conclusions, must 
make us doubt whether he has pursued his investigation with the open mind 


- so essential to the scientist. 


Before anything further is said on the point, if is perhaps needful to break 
off in order to refer to a somewhat personal side of this controversy. Among 
many letters received during the last days there are not a few that refer to 
the observations made in this column last week concerning the Rev. Morris 


_ Joseph’s paper. One of them, written over the gloriously anonymous signa- 


ture of “‘ Onlooker,” is selected as showing a peculiar lack of those qualities 
which anybody who “looks on” should possess, a peculiar lack of that 
perspicacity which alone makes onlooking of any value. The writer seems to 
imagine that the comments ventured upon Mr. Joseph’s paper were the result 
of indifference to Mr. Joseph's great qualities as a Minister and as a Man. 
If the faulty characteristics of our people had to be catalogued, a prominent 
place would have to be given to the general incapacity to discriminate 
between appreciation of opinion and appreciation of personal worth. This 
characteristic failing of Jews is a notable one, because it has to do to some 
extent with what in the view of the present writer is really at the root of anti- 
Semitic trouble. Public life in the larger sense has been denied our people 
for some two thousand years ormore. Only now, are we emerging from vhe 
sole public life we haye been permitted, that which concerns itself with 
small, petty. matters, mainly connected with the congregations of which we 
happen to form part, or the synagogues to which we happen to belong. We 
all know the limitations of parish politics. Jews have not for ages had the 
opportunity of even the comparatively wide area of the parish in which to 
indulge their instincts for public work. The consequence is that the personal 
feeling is éver uppermost. If Mr. A. opposes Mr. B. upon, say, the question 
as to who is to be beadle, or Mr. B. opposes Mr. A. upon the highly important 
point as ‘to the’ sequence’ in which those called to the Law shall 
ascend the Almemar, then Mr. A. and Mr. B. will in all 
probability become mortal personal enemies. So used are we as 
&® community to see this result of any differences of opinion among us 
that few of us can understand any Jew opposing another Jew's opinion without 
his having some parsonal object in so doing, and harbouring some personal 
feeling in the matter. Instances must crowd upon the memory of everyone 
who reads, these jines of troubles that have occurred in recent times where the 
sentiment of personal hostility has been, as a matter of course, assumed as the 
guiding principle of the opponents. It is on this supposition that  Onlooker ”’ 
Writes, adding to it as an almost necessary concomitant some extremely rude 


pate ee in the sense of being crude and unfinished, and imper- 


se of not being in the least pertinent to the subject upon 


which the letter was written, It is with some shame that the necessity is 


, Fecognised as obvious here to state that nothing said about Mr. Joseph's 
¢ opinions, or anybody else’s in this column last week, was in the remotest 


degree in prejudice of a deep personal regard for Mr. Joseph, nor of a like 
regard for some others who were criticised.. In one respect, the correspondent 
referred to may rest content. Mr. Joseph is quite able to defend himself 
without the interposition of an anonymous advocate such as ‘ Onlooker.” 


Now, Mr. Joseph in his paper does not specifically seek the cause of 
anti-Semitism. He asks for the ‘' explanation,” which is a widely different 
matter. But he goes on to question anti-Semitism having an exclusively or 
mainly theological origin., He dismisses this proposition off-hand by some 
statements which hardly seem justified in disposing of the matter in the 
definite manner he adopts. He says that the theological origin or the 
‘* resentment” left by the Crucifixion must be dismissed from consideration | 
as the origin of anti-Semitism, because he declares “ anti-Semitism already 
existed before Christianity was born,” and later on infected writers 
who hated Christianity and Judaism alike with a fine impartiality. It 
would seem that the rev. gentleman classes as anti-Semitism all 
manifestations of dislike against our people, a proposition which 
is at least doubtful. The spirit that animated the Romans against 
the Jews, for instance, can hardly be said to be the same 
spirit as animated Mr. Houston Chamberlain to indict ‘The Foundations of the 
Nineteenth Century.” But we can let that point pass with a note as to the 
‘care that is necessary not to place all manifestations of opposition to Jews 
throughout history under one category as anti-Semitism. We come to some- 
thing more definite in Mr. Joseph's search for the origin of anti-Semitism 
when he says, that “its real roots are to be sought for in the domain of 
psychology.” “The Jews,” he says, “are a peculiar people, sharply differen- 
tiated by their religious service and traditions, by certain mental and spiritual 
characteristics, from the population among which they live. They forma 
certain caste or order,” he continues, “ and therefore draw to themselves the 
unfavourable attention of the vulgar.” Mr. Joseph would seem to conclude 
that this is the fate of every other separate caste. Butisit? There are living 
in England to-day more Germans than there are Jews. Thev area peculiar” 
people, they are sharply differentiated by their traditions. Many of them are 
differentiated by religious observances, insomuch as they attend special German 
churches. To a very large d gree they form a special caste or order. To some 
extent they draw to themselves the unfavourable attention of the vulgar. Yet it 
is quite impossible to say with truth that Germans suffer from the same senti- 
ment which causes the Jew to suffer when he feels the stings of anti-Semitism. 
Nor can Mr. Joseph possibly justify his statement that it is only the “ vulgar” 
in whom anti-Semitism is found. Whatever may be said of Mr. Houston 
Chamberlain, Mr. Chesterton, or Mr. Belloc, it is passing absurd to call them 
‘ vulgar.”” Nor should we be discussing at all the question were it only for 
the writings or the opinions of such gentlemen as these. The symptoms of 
anti-Semitism are much more widely spread, and it is hence utterly untenable 


to conclude that anti-Semitism is the creed only of the “vulgar.” What Mr. - 


Joseph had probably in mind was, that anti-Semitism is in Jewish opinion a 
‘vulgar’ creed. But this largely pre-judges the whole question, since those 
that hold the creed would not for a moment concede its vulgarity. They 
would seek to justify it on the score of purest art and the highest ethics. 


Then Mr. Joseph goes on to observe that Jews are something “ strange, 
foreign, exotie,” and he declares that what is “strange, foreign, exotic” is 
ever an object of suspicion and hostility, especially to minds of an inferior 
type. To these remarks of Mr. Joseph what was objected to in his previous 
statements equally applies. So we might travel through all Mr. Joseph’s 
presentation of the cause of anti-Semitism and discover that he points to not 
one single aspect of it in which what he attributes to Jews could not be 
applied to other peoples who do not suffer anti-Semitism or anything of its 
exact counterpart. If, by way of instance, the fact of the Jew being an 
Oriental, if he be an Oriental, in an Occidental environment were, as Mr. 
Joseph suggests, the cause of anti-Semitism, then we should find that any 
large population of Occidentals living in an Oriental environment of which 
there are frequent instances, would produce the exact counterpart of anti- 
Semitism. Or, again, if anti-Semitism is caused by the Oriental residing in 
an Oscidental environment, how, then, can we account for anti-Semitism in 
Oriental countries? No people, indeed, with one doubtful exception, suffer 
from the exact counterpart of anti-Semitism which Jews experience. Surely, 
in order to discover its cause it were well to bend our minds for a moment in 
an endeavour to discover in what respect the Jew essentially differs from every 
other people on earth. For if he suffers as no other people does from a 
disease which is peculiar to himself, it is more than probable we shall light 
upon the cause of anti-Semitism if we discover what is the exact differentiating 


‘point in the Jew. | 


That differentiating point is not discovered when we speak of the Jew 
‘as an Oriental in an Occidental environment, nor when we call the Jew a 
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‘stranger” or a “ foreigner.” If anti-Semitism were caused by the Jew 
keeping Saturday instead of Sunday as the Sabbath, or praying in a synagogue 
instead of in a church, we should find a conspicuous diminution of anti- 
Semitism in this country at least. In like manner, should we find far less 
anti-Semitism prevalent if it were traceable to ‘ odd prejudices about food and 
inter-marriage.” In none of-these things the present writer, with all humility, 
suggests, has Mr. Joseph placed his finger upon the differentiating point in 
the Jew. Only one people other than the Jews, we observe, suffer from 
te anything approaching identity with what we call anti-Semitism.

As a people we are 
hence saved from blood-guiltiness of war. Yet it is remarkable that thus saved 


What, then, is the point of differentiation in the Jew, which singles him 
out and accounts for his suffering from an almost exclusive disease? The 
point of differentiation to be found in the Jew is, it is here suggested, none of 


those indicated by Mr. Joseph. If there are others who are every bit as 
‘alien’ and “ foreign” as the Jew, quite as‘ peculiar’ in their habits and 
aspirations, there are others than the Jew who exhibit some of the 
characteristics which Mr. Joseph seems to think are responsible for anti- 
Semitism. If you want to find cruel bargaining in trade and an absence of 
honourable bearing between those that deal with each other, which, when 
present, forms so excellent a commercial ideal, you can find it 
assuredly among non-Jews. Rapacious usury of the most heartless 
description is practised by many a Christian who regularly attends Church, 
and who would deem it a crime to miss the taking of the Sacrament. Push- 
fulness, loud-boastfulness, ostentation, all those characteristics which Mr.

‘THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE WHITE SLAVE 
TRAFFIC CONGRESS. 
What Russian Jews Know. 


[From our Russian Correspondent. ] 


The report of the Chief Rabbi’s speech at the White Slave Traffic Congress 
is slowly penetrating into Russia. The semi-official St. Petersburg Telegraph 
Agency, although it has circulated a few telegrams dealing with the proceedings 
at the Congress, carefully omitted to mention the chargs against Russia, so that 
the Chief Rabbi’s reference to the privileges accorded outside the Pale to Jewesses 
holding the “ yellow ticket,” only became known through the Jewish Press. The 
Chief Rabbi’s accusation is widely known in Ruasia, despite the fact that neither 
the holders of the tickets nor the police advertise the privileges accorded to the 
former, which are, indeed, not based on law but on practice. It must also be 
observed that jast as those Jewesses refrain from advertising their possession of 
the “ yellow ticket,” so they obtain their tickets not as Jewesses but as women 
whose religion the police this time overlook. But so largely familiar to Russian 
Jewry is the accusation made by Deputy Miliukoff, and repeated by the Chief 

Rabbi, that many years ago it even figured in a popular Jewish song. 

. This is what one of the most widely read Jewish organs—the Haint—writes 
concerning the incredality of Englishmen in this matter: “ Englishmen listen to 
it with astonishment, and we in Russia are no less astonished at the naive English- 
men. They have discovered something new! Bat to us it seems as old as the 
Jewish sufferings and the diaspora. We have already forgotten the matter! A 
man gets accustomed to old sufferings when he has daily to face new misfortunes ; 
but the inhabitants of the island of fogs heard of the matter, and they became 
shocked.” 

As for the official Russian version, you will doubtless get denials from every 
bureaucrat, but what are they worth? We know that, according to official Russia, 
the Jews created the pogroms against themselves. The Governor of Kieff told us 
last week that the searches for Jews were a result of the Jewish denunciations 
of their own brethren. Some similar tale, we feel sure, is in store for 
Western Europe in the matter raised by the Chief Rabbi.

I cannot refrain, however, from bringing to the notice of the Chief Rabbi and

THE FUTURE GENERATION. 


V.—A PUBLIC APPEAL ON THE SERIOUS INFANT MORTALITY 
OF SUMMER 


| During the next three months the death-rate among infants under a year 
old will in any case rise. It rises every summer. If there is, asin 1911, a 
hot spell, there will, inevitably, be in some places epidemics of infantile 
diarrhea, and the loss of life will be very serious. In the year named—the 
last very hot period—the appalling number of 2,348 children under two years 
old died in London of epidemic diarrhoea, marasmus, and other disorders of 
infantile digestion during three weeks, August 6th to 26th. Planchon, of Paris, 
found a minimurh mortality from diarrhea among artificially fed infants of 12 
per thousand in winter, with a maximum of 158 per thousand in summer. 
Among breast-fed babies 2 per thousand in winter, and only 20 per 
thousand in summer died from infantile diarrhea. 


These Deaths Preventible. 


The cause of this high mortality among artificially-fed babies is perfectly 
well known to the medical profession, and where the doctor’s orders are pro- 
perly carried out, it is almost entirely preventible. When proper precautions 
are observed, the death-rate in the height of summer, and in the worst condi- 
tions, is lower than in the most favourable weather and in the best conditions. 


Why the Babies will Die. 


Of the babies that will assuredly die this summer, a large proportion could 
be saved. Infantile diarrhoea is entirely afood problem. Itis almost unknown 
among breast-fed infants properly cared for. Apart from gross errors of nutri- 
tion—which includes the use of patent foods containing starch, almost 
poisonous to a child under six months old—all the trouble comes from cow's — 
milk, and consequently from the use of artificial foods directed to be mixed 


with it. The use of cow’s milk in some form is unavoidable where a baby 
cannot be breast-fed. 


Where Babies were Saved. 


In the summer of 1906, when infantile diarrhcea was at its height, a man 
called upon one of London’s most erninent Medical Officers of Health, to bring 
to his notice the then new milk-preparation Glaxo, by which the infantile 
diarrho-a problem has since been solved wherever it was adopted. The first 
trial was made in the case of 53 children, fed for 9 months on Glaxo. The

According to the papers from which I am quoting, 
the Embassies in this city have decided, as a precautionary measure, to send 
warships to Dedeagatch for the protection of the inhabitants. 

Fears are alco entertained for the safety of the residents of Cavalla. It may 
be remembered that on the entry of the Bulgars into the town, the Jews there 
suffered enormously.

A GERMAN OFFICER ON THE MILITARY CAPACITIES 


A Tribute to their Devotion and Bravery.

_ A great sensation bas been created throughout Germany and Austria by an 
article of Baron von Richtofen, the well known German officer and diplomatist, 
which is published in the Frankfurter Zeitung under the heading, “ Are the Jews 
a War-like Race?”

THE BEILIS CASE. 
Priests and Real’ Russians Intimidate Witnesses. 


(From our Correspondent. } | 


No sconer had the names of the pro-Beilis witnesses appeared before the 
public than the Real Ruesians, aided by a few anti-Semitic priests, commenced a 
personal canvass of those supporters of the cause of the prisoner, intimidating them 
to refrain from giving evidence in his favour. This illegal work is being carried 
on with impunity in the holy city, altnough the police has full powers to stop 
such activity, and even to probibit all blood libel agitations on the strergth of the 
Imperial order issued by Alexander I. & hundred years ago, which declared the 
blocd accusation against Jews to be devoid of all foundation. 

At the same time, the St Petersburg anti-Semitic Press bas invented a new 
libel against the Jews, to the effect that they bad bribed the cfficials to destroy all 
the documents against Beilis, and that they are about to burn all secret books in 
which the alleged code of the ritual murders is cet out. 

One of the most annoying acts of the prison authorities towards Beilis bas 
been their special effort to place in his cell prisoners of low character, who, in 
Fome oases, in order to buy their freedom, offered evidence for the prosecution on 
the strength of alleged statements by Beilis, to the effect that he committed the 
murder decided upon at a secret Jewish meeting. Last week the authorities again 
put a cattle-thief together with Beilis. 

An attempt by a Pole to create a blood libal at Warsaw last week ended in a 


failure, the plot to hide the child having been disclosed. A similar plot failed at 
Piratin. 


THE QUEBEC LIBEL CASE. 


Further Court Proceedings.

MONTREAL. 

The Quebec libel case to which I referred in my Isst communication is now 
under consideration by Mr. Justice Malonin, Some remarkable evidence was 
offered on behalf of the defendants. Amorgst other things council for the dt fence, 
Mr. Bedard, K.C., objscted to a postponement on one ccoasion, and said that, 
according to practice, it was illegal.

W. Jacobs, K.C., who 
held that they were not in order. Jadge Malouin allowed the objection. Dr. 
Abramowitz’s evidence was a complete refutation of all the charges made by 
M. Plamondon and his associate. M. Leduc. The Rev. Canon Scott, who 
was another witness for the plaintiffs, and is one of the leading Anglican clergy- 
men in the Province of Quebec, stigmatised the charges as being false and 
dangerous to the persons and properties of the Jewish population of the city. He 
stated that as a Christian he was naturally more in sympathy, from a religidus 
point of view, with the Catholics than with the Jews, but he maintained that the 
charges went beyond the rights of citizenship, and led to the people living in their 
midst being subject to persecution. It was for this reason that he appeared in the 
witnees-box He charecterised the blood accusation, which was one of the matters 
brought up, as being notoriously falee, and acknowledged to be so even by the 


a very serious effect on the Jewish community of Quebec (the synagogue windows 
were broken and children stoned). Other witnesses for the plaintiffs, Messrs. 


Lazarowitz and Ortenberg, were Mr. Montefiore Joseph and the Headmaster of 
thé Quebec High School.

Roman 
Catholic (French-Canadian) priests also testified to the same effect. They made 
statements about Jewish rites and customs taken from Church works of the 
Middle Ages aod other ancient sources. In fact, the most charitable thing to say 
about the whole matter is, as Canon Scott declared in his evidence, that the whole 
matter from the modern point of view was an interesting archeological discovery. 
The Province of Quebec, as far as theology and broadness of miad is concerned, 
is in a matter of this kind atili in the “ dark ages.”

AN ANTI-JEWISH RIOT IN POLAND. 
Shops Looted.—Five Coreligionists Wounded. 
{From our Correspondent. } 


As a result of both the boycott agitation and the blood libel scare the Jews in 
Partchev (Poland) were last week subjected to cruel molestation by a vast crowd. 
It appears that a Polish woman missed her little girl after the latter had been 
vaccinated by a Jewish medical assistant. The cries of the mother, demanding 
her ciild from the Jews, appeared to have served as 9 signal for the appearance of 
a hage mob led by the boycott leaders, who, it is stated, pre-arranged the plot. 
Their first piece of work was to break everything in the house of the Jewish 
medical assistant, and in the course of the next three hours they pillaged a few 
shops, broke the windows in ssveral houses, and wounded two Jews and three 
Jewesses. Late in the afternoon the lost child was found, bot the hooligans spread 
a ramour that the alleged ritual victim was only released by the Jews who feared 
farther complications. The rioting proceeded till the evening. The handful of 
police were powerless in the face of the numerous crowd, and they wired to the 


Chief of the Police of the district. His appearance restored order, but the Jews 
are still afraid of complications. | | . 


THE GERMAN PRESS AND THE POLISH BOYCOTT. 
(From our Correspondent.] 


| BERLIN. 
Great excitement prevails in German commercial circles owing to the prolonga- 


tion of the boycott against the Jews in Poland, as this infamous anti-Semitic policy 
has already greatly affested German trade. According to a Warsaw report in the 
Berliner Tageblatt many commercial establishments in Poland have been com- 
pelled to close, their business baving been ruined by the boycott against the Jews. 
Many German commercial houses which entertained business relations with these 
establishments bave lost heavily. The Berliner Tageblatt and many other 
infiaential German papers call upon the German Government to intervene in St. 
Petersburg in order to compel the Russian Government, which favours the boycott 
by reason Of political considerations to bring pressure to bear upon the Polish 
leaders to change their policy. A conference of representatives of German trade 
took place in Berlin some days ago to consider the situation, as the continuation of 
the boycott in Poland may do still more harm to German commerce. It was 
decided to approach the German Minister for Foreiga Affairs in the matter. 
There is reason to believe that the Garman Government will make representations 
to St. Petersburg and do all it can to induce the Russian Government to compel 
the Polish wirepullers to stop the boycott. The German Government will do so 
not only because German trade is involved, but because it cannot allow a precedent 
to be created in Poland which might one day be imitated by the Poles living in 
Prussia. Even the German Conservative Press urges the Government to do 


something because it is recognised that the boycott is not merely a Polish-Jewish 
affair, but an international one. | 


THE CLOSING OF THE DUMA. 


Unpleasant Announcements.

The defendant's counsel pleaded that the man could not be expelled from 
France, because the Rumanian Constitation denied nationality to the Jews, so tbat 
his client had no fatherland and therefore must be placed on the same footing as a — 
foundling and be regarded as French.

Emigration of Jews from Salonika.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 
Consequent on the fresh conflict in the Balkans and foreseeivg that Salonika 


will remain in the hands of the Greeks, a large number of Jews in that city, mostly 
engaged in commerce, have decided to remove thence and to settle in Constanti- 
nople and Smyrna. More than two hundred of them have arrived here this week, 
and in reply to questions some of them stated that Salonika as a Greek town would 
for ever loze its commercial importance, and that Jews would be the first and the 
heaviest sufferers. In the opinion of the travellers, our coreligionists will be com- 
pelled to expatriate themselves and to do so very soon, for a (Greek Salonika without 
hinterland would not be able to support a fourth of its present population.

Serious rioting has occurred at Czernowitz University between the Jewish and 
German students, in the course of which combatants on both sides were injured. 
The police restored order and arrested some of the students. The cause of the 
fighting was an insult hurled by a German student ata Jewish colleague and bis 
subsequent refusal to fight a duel because the other was a Jew.

Jewish literature has 
attracted him in particular. His Jewish library is 
one of the finest, if not the very finest, in the New 
World. He is, and has been since its foundation, 
the Chairman of the Pablication Committee, perhaps 
the most important official, of the Jewish Pablica- 
tion Society of America, and he was one of the 
second founders, and is life-Direotor since its re- 


These do not by any means exhaust the list o 
the communal activities of Judge Sulzberger. He 
was once Seoretary of Maimonides College, and was 
later Associated with Isaac Leeser, on the Occident, 
as editor of which periodical he succeeded him. 
He was a founder, and later President, of the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association. He has been for the 
last thirty-three yearsa Vice-President of the Jewish 
Hospital of Philadelphia, and since its establishment 
a Trustee of the Baron de Hirsch Fund. Judge 
Sulzberger has also interested himself in the estab- 
lishment of agricultural colonies at Woodbine and 
Connecticut. Above all, he is one of the most 
sought after of the orators of American Jewry.

“ ANTI-SEMITIC TENDENCIES IN ENGLAND.” 


THE REV. A. A. GREEN ON THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH’S PAPER. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN, preaching at the Hampstead Synagogue last Sabbath, 
referred to the paper recently read by the Rov. Morris Joseph, and to the opinions 
expressed in the discussion that followed. It seemed quite evident, he said, that 
our modern experience was a reflection of that of Israel on the plains of Moab, of 


whom a detractor, moved so typically by a prejudices that was founded on 
misconception, said: “ Thou shalt see but the utmost part of them, and shalt not 
see them all; and curse me them from thence.” No on one could deny that there 
was & certain amount of anti-Jewish prejudice endemic in this country. Of the 
criticism levelled against Jews some was deserved, some undeserved ; some 
preventable and some quite unpreventable. The two most easily recognised 
causes were : 

1. Jewish vulgarity, which flaunted an entirely surface Jewish fault, while 
the best characteristics of Jewish conduct were comparatively bidden. 

2. The long-established and deeply-rooted idea that in the case of a certain 
class and in certain trades, the standard of trath and fair dealing is not sound. 

Both these faults, where they existed, were the faults of the few and exceptional, 
and the judgment of great whole from what happened in a small part was in 
defiance of all rales of logic and all canons of fairness. | 

In references to the vulgarity, he would like to say that this fault was no 
monopoly of Jews. The love of display, and want of modesty and the exhibition 
of selfish egotism were found among Christians as well as among Jews. The vulgar 
Jew was mostly a good kindhearted man, and under his blazing shirt-front there 
beat pearly always a kind sympathetic heart. He was mostly a good father and 


staunch friend and his | 
VULGARITY WAS INNOCENT, 


even when it was obtrusive and objsctionable. With regard to trade smartness at - 
the expense of honour, when this occarred, it was individual and not racial, and 
the proportion among Christians was at least as great as, if not greater than that 
among Jews. It seemed to him that want of proper feeling towards Jews had its 

origin in something else altogether. He thought that anti-Jewish feeling would hardly 
be affected if every Jew was a “ Chesterfield” and every Jewess dreseed in black 
and avoided the Isle of Thanet in Augnst. He thought that he might venture to 
speak with some assurance on this point, because he had had exceptional oppor- 
tunities of viewing the subject at close quarters. He had been brought up in a 
quarter of London, where the respectability of the neighbourhood was mostly 
contributed by the Jewish residents, and where, as a child, he had been shocked 
and hart by hearing the name of Jew hurled as a reproach. He had spent some 
years of his manhood in places where certain trades and the manner of their 
operation had continually evoked adverse criticism of Jews, and, finally, he had 
been afforded for nearly thirty years opportunities of meeting Christian gatherings 
of all denominations, from which he had obtained a fair idea of what Christians 


thought about Jews. Asa result of it all, be was inclined to think that the greatest 
cause of anti-Jewish feeling was 


THE UNFAITHFUL JEW, 


whose low estimate of his own réligious obligations invited the contempt of 
Christian onlookers. It was the half-hearted Jew who was more or less ashamed 
of his own religion and his own people, whose Judaism was partly a burden and 


partly a superstition, who was ignorant of his Bible and unaware of the dignity of — 


his connection with it, who brought up his children without religion enough to be 
Jews or Christians. It was this class of Jew who came a* a shosk to Christians who 
loved the Bible and honoured the ‘ People of the Book.” It was this class that 
caused more contempt for things Jewish than they were aware of, as they chafed 
under the congequences of their own action and wrongly attributed the evil for 
which they wera responsible to anything and everything but the real cause. Anti- 
Jewish feeling could be well understood in the light of the old fable. In the old story, 
an ass was employed to oarry in procession the idol of an ancient Temple. The 
crowds that lined the streets shouted acclamation to the idol and bowed in 
reverence. The ass was tiattered and thought that he was receiving a great 
popular ovation, a tribute to his great merits. He responded by braying and by 
capering about in acknowledgment till his precious burden fell into the roadway. 
Then he was cruelly beaten. He could not understand why he should be beaten 
when he had been so loudly acclaimed and he was disillusionised, 


| POOR ASS, 

by being told that the honour was not meant for him but for what he carried. 
This is exactly what has happened to us. While we kept to our faith, we were 
reverenced for it. Our vanity had led some of us to think that all the admiration 


was for us and we are being disillusionised. A certain aloofness there must 
always be. Wecannot stand so distinct in the world without its being felt by 
others or our feeling it ourselves. But the best of our critics will always respect 
us for principleand the best among us will be made better, as always has been the 


case, by the test of a real sacrifice to which there may be added ai little necessary

A Sermon for the Week... 


[Specially Written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


THE STILL SMALL VOICE. 


“And after the earthquake there was a fire, but not an the fire was the Lord, 
and after the fire there came a still small voice.—I. Kings xiz., 12. 


Owing to the predominant influence of Jezebel, the wife of King Ahab, 
the land of Israel has become paganised. One man alone, the prophet Elijah, 
has the courage to oppose the idolatrous tendencies of the age. Single- 
handed, this man of God encounters the court, the people, and the 450 
prophets of Baal. On Mount Carmel he achieves a holy but far from bloodless 
victory. Having brought the people to acknowledge the God of Israel, he 
directs the slaughter of the false prophets. This sanguinary act arouses the 
resentment of the queen, who vows to take the prophet’s life. In terror of her 
vengeance, Elijah flees to the wilderness. Worn out in body and spirit, he 
sits down under a juniper tree. The excitement through which he has 
lately passed produces a reaction of despondency, and for once the 
brave heart quails and wishes to die. Presently, an angel touches 
him, and bids him arise and eat of the food set before him, on the 
strength of which he is to journey forty days and forty nights in the 
wilderness. Arrived at Horeb, the mount of God, he takes shelter in a cave. 
Here the Divine voice comes to him and asks, ‘‘ What doest thou here 
Elijah ?"’ The prophet replies: ‘' I have been very jealous for the Lord God 
of hosts; for the children of Israel have forsaken Thy covenant, thrown down 
Thine altars, and slain Thy prophets with the sword, and I, even I only am 
left, and they have sought my life to take it away.’’ And now the prophet is 
startled by strange happenings. The hurricane rends the mountains, the 
whirlwind tears the rocks out of their sockets, the earthquake upheaves hills, 
and the lightnings illumine the weird scene and scatter destruction in their 
path.. But none of these phenomena manifest the presence of the Deity. When 
the storm bas subsided, Elijah hears a still small voice, at the sound of which 
he wraps his face in his mantle and comes forward to the entrance of the 
cave. The same question is addressed to him a second time, and the same 
accusing words are uttered in reply. Then the Divine voice announces to 
Elijah that all those Israektes who have joined in the worship of Baal will be 


slain. But 7,000 in Israel—this being the number of those who have remained 
true to the national faith—will be spared. 


Elijah and Moses. 


With this episode the event recorded in the 33rd and 84th chapters of 
Exodus may be compared and contrasted. The children of Israel have called 
down the Divine wrath by their worship of the golden calf, and Moses ascends 


Mount Horeb to plead for their forgiveness. He prays, even, that he may be 
punished in their stead. The people are forgiven. Not satisfied with this 
concession, Moses now prefers the bold request that he may behold the Divine 
glory, and this petition too is, in ameasure, acceded to. Standing in the cleft. 
of the rock, in the very cavern in which, at a later period, Elijah lay hidden, 
the Divine attributes of mercy, grace, and long-suffering are made to pass in 
mystic review before him. The analogy between the two prophetic careers is 
striking. Both men undertook the same task—to promote a reconciliation 
between God and His apostate people. Both prophets once lost courage, and 
prayed to die; both of them had to flee from royal vengeance. Through 
Elijah a widow and her household were miraculously fed ; Moses miraculously 
fed a whole people. Neither prophet had the same end as other men. 
Moses was buried by God Himself in an unknown grave, Elijah was 
translated to Heaven in a chariot of fire. The sacred canon closes 
with a reference to both~prophets: ‘‘ Remember ye the law of Moses, my 
servant,” and “ Behold I wiilend unto you Elijah the prophet.” Each went 
forty days without food— Moses on Mount Horeb itself, and Elijah on the way 
thither. Moses and Elijah both communed with the Supreme on the same 
spot, and in either case concerning Israel’s idolatry. But here the striking 
analogy ceases, and the difference between the two interviews is no’ less 
striking. That between Moses and the Supreme is as a meeting between two 
friends. The sudden transition from vengeance to tenderness is unexampled. 
Never before or since has a mortal man been so indulged, and encouraged to 
ask one favour after another. But on the same spot, and in almost identical 
circumstances, how different is the meeting of Elijah and the Supreme! It is 
as if two foes confronted one another. Nature puts on her angriest moods, 
the thunders and lightnings mingle their terrors, a storm rages fierce and 
furious. 


The reply to this question is the subject of the present discourse. 
| The Attitude to Transgression. 


The two meetings are so unlike one another because the two men are so 
unlike in their attitude to transgression. Moses intercedes for those who 
have forsaken God’s covenant; Elijah comes forward as their accuser. Elijah 
loves God, but Moses loves God and man, too. Elijah is ready to sacrifice his 
life for his religion, Moses would sacrifice it for the sinner. And the God of 
mercy approves the attitude of Moses rather than that of Elijah. Therefore, 
to Moses he exhibits so much loving-kindness, and reveals himself as merciful, 
long-suffering, and forgiving. But to the accusing Elijah he displays the 
furious and destructive elements which reflect the prophet’s turbulent passions. 
But mighty and terrible as these phenomena are, they furnish no real con- 
ception of the Divine attributes. God speaks not in the storm, nor in the 
earthquake, nor in the fire, but in the still small voice which, in accents of 
gentle reproach, asks—** What doest thou here, Elijah?” Faithful servant of 
God as he is, Elijah’s whole career has been too impatient, his zeal is too 
fierce. If Elijah cannot bear with men’s follies and shortcomings, then he is 
not fitted to be a guide of men. 

A father 
would rather lend an attentive ear to his child’s advocate than to one 
who comes forward as the child’s accuser. God had heard Elijah’s prayer and 
confirmed the prophet’s authority by striking the land of Israel with a three 
years’ drought. Yet God was far from being pleased with the cry for 
vengeance. The brook of Cherith, from which the prophet drank his daily 
draught of water, was purposely parched in order that he might be induced by 
his own sufferings to relent towards Israel. The lesson is thus brought home 
to us that religious zeal must be tempered with clemency. God speaks not in

The high position which the Jewish Community of Manchester 
The Royal Visit holds in the eyes of its Christian felloy-citizens was evidenced on 
to Manchester. the occasion of the visit of their Majesties on Monday last. The 
guests at the Town Hall included Rabbi Dr. and Mra B. Salomon, 
Mr. E. H. Langdon (President of the Chamber of Commerce) and Mrs. Langdon, 
Mr. Salis Simon (President of the Consular Aseociation) and Mrs. Simon, Mrs. 
Henry L. Rothband and Mr. and, Mrs. Abraham Beeso. Mr. Langdon had the 
honour of being presented to their Majesties, having handed them an address from 
the important body over which he presides. Rabbi Dr. Salomon, Mr. Langdon, 
and Mr. Salis Simon were included in the royal luncheon party. The compliment 
to Dr. Salomon is the more marked, as the only other clerical guests were the 
Bishop of Manchester the Dean of Manchester (Biehop Welldon), and the 
President-Elect of the Wesleyan Conference (Rev. 8. F. Collier). | 
In the afternoon, at Peel Park, Salford, Alderman and Mrs. I. Frankenburg 
were among those who were presented to the King and ()ueen. 


A public meeting under the auspices of the Order of Ancient Macca- 
beans was held at the Maccabwan Hall, Broughton Lane, on Sunday. 
Mr. JACOB MOSER, J.P., presided over a crowded gathering. 

The CHAIRMAN said that some time ago he felt himvelf compelled,’ to bis 
regret, to withdraw his public activity from Zionist work in the United Kingdom 
for a rather long period, althoagh he always wished the English Zionist !'ederation 
well. For reasons of his own he could not identify himself with the actions of the 
so-called leaders in London, and he wished to avoid appearing to oppose them by 
his views on what he considered necessary to be done in order to improve the 
position of Zionism in the United Kingdom. It was the duty of every Zionist to 
help to reconstract Zionism in this ccuptry, and in order to fulfil his share of that 
duty he had once more associated himeelf with Dr. Gaster, Dr. Weizmann, Mr. 
Bentwich, and a number of other gocd and valuable Zionists. Wauth the support 
and assistance of those present and their inflnence on others they hoped to succeed 
in what they called a holy task. Their valued friend and brother, the Haham, 
although slready overburdened with work, bad promised his valuable assistance for 
the sake cf Zionism, and vo doubt his address would inspire that audience to give 


their whole-hearted support to the appeal to re-establish Zionism in the United 
Kingdom. 


Dr. WEIZMANN moved :— 


That this mass meeting pledges itself to snpport the Zionist movement and expresses 
its confidence in the present members of the Actions Committee. 


Dr. Weizmann eaid he wished to exp'ain bis position before the next Congress. 
He would not attack any persons but merely wished to submit what ought to be 
done before the Congress met. The most important question was bow the Zionist 
party bas used its opportunities for the benefit and progress of Zionism. The 
political state of Europe at the present time was too unsettled for any one to say 
bow or whether the position of Zionism would be affected; but they should not 
rely on apy European Power except the present master of Palestine—Toarkey. 
In regard to the movement, their critics wished the leaders to go very slowly, as 
they were afraid of the risks. They urged this five years ago, yet practical 
experience had shown that the National Fand instead of decreasing had improved 
ite position during that period. In the last two years the Jewish settlement on 
the land in Palestine bad increased twelve per cent. Certain Zionist institutions 
were at present being carried on without yielding a profit, bat they were satisfied 
80 long as they were training a class of Jews to do important work in building up 
a settlement for successive Jewish generations. 

The motion having been seconded, was carried unanimously. 


The HAHAM (who bad an enthusiastic reception) delivered an address in the 


Zionism. 


course of which he said: Their Commander had told them that the Maccab#ans were 


going to buy sufficient land to create a huge settlement in the Holy Land, and that 
they were able to obtain two kinds of shares. One, he thought, was a £10 share, 
payable in yearly contributions of £1, and the othera £50 share. That wasa 
practical piece of work, and he hoped there would not be one among them who 


would not that evening subscribe for one share, which they could secure by weekly 
payments of 5d. There was a problem of importance to which he wou!d allude. 
Palestine would belong to the Jews and to no other nation. The Germans, 
the French, the English might try, but theirs (the Jews) and theira alone it would 
remain. It wasa matter of the utmost importance to the English nation, and 
therefore, he thought it would be necessary to explain the situation a little more 
clearly. Why did they lay stress upon the settlement, to which he had referred, 
being an English company ? “ Why did they want the Maccabewans of England to 
obtain @ great or at any rate commensurate portion of the land on which to 
settle English people, English Jews? Because they wished to show to the world 
that their movement was a univereal movement. In regard to the future of 
Palestine it was necessary that England should stand by them in their work 
of redemption, for in carrying out their mission they were doing a great work 
not only for themselves, but for England. Tbat country was practically shut out 
of the Eastern Mediterranean. England was connected with Egypt. The situation 
was changing very rapidly, and he was afraid Eogland would have serious work 
before it to maintain Egypt, its power in East Africa, and its great Indian 
Empire. The development ‘of harbours and of railways, the change in the political 
situation, would make Palestine again the centre of the world. No European 
Power would be able to hold Palestine and be a friend to England. No Power could 
hold Palestine with safety except the Jews. They were not a warlike nation, they 
did not hanker after coast and territory, nor were they bloodthirsty as some forces 
of civilisation had shown themeelves. It was for them to make the first move. 


(We regret not to be able to give a fuller report of Dr. Gaster’s observations. Our 
representative at the meeting was requested not to send usa report of the 
Speech. He was told that arrangements had been made by Dr. Gaster, 
whereby the speech was to be taken verbatim, and a copy transmitted to us.

The annual distribution of prizes took place before a crowded and 
enthusiastic assembly at Derby Hallon Sunday. The President, 
Mr. SALIS SIMON, was in the Chair. 

As in previous years, the proceedings began with a programme of songs, 
drills and dances, rendered by the boys, girls and infants, in a manner that 
elicited general admiration, and showed how well they had been trained. The 
drill by a number of boys, who executed the varied movements very smartly under 
the direction of Mr. D. Cohen, and some scenes from ‘‘ The Babes in the Wood,’’ 
prettily played by a few clever infants taught by Mrs. Brocklesby, were two 
special features of a most interesting entertainment. 

Mr. SALIS SIMON said the large audience clearly showed that the interest in 
the schools had in no sense abated. He was pleased to say that the school con- 
tinued to maintain its previous successful progress. Former pupils who now 
attended the Grammar School were doing good work. During the past year, two 
old scholars graduated at the University of Oxford. They had been approached 
by the Manchester Education Committee to tuild a new school, owing to 
insufficiency of accommodation for all the Jewish scholars. As it was totally 
impossible to obtain the large sum of £8000, which would be required, 
their Committee proposed to submit a certain scheme to the Education 
Committee by means of which about 500 extra pupils would receive 
tuition. It was to be hoped that the scheme (details of which could not 
at present be made public) would be accepted. Mr. Simon then referred 
to the twenty-five years’: devoted service given by the Headmistress, Miss 
Raphael, and hoped she would for many years continue to give the benefit 
of her experience. He desired to bring prominently before the notice of 
the meeting two scholars, a boy and a girl, who deserved special mention for the 
progress they had made. The girl, Rebecca Lobel, was twelve years old and had 
only been two and a half years in England when she came to Manchester. She 
was unable to speak a word of English. She had been successful in gaining the 
highest scholarship a pupil of an elementary school could obtain. The boy, Asher 
Hyman, had by his industry and perseverance managed to obtain a grammar 
school scholarship. He wished them further successes in their future career, and 
was sure they all hoped they would become good and worthy citizens. 

In the absence of the Lady President, Mrs. E. M. Henriques, the prizes were 
distributed by Mrs. Salis Simon. 

During the distribution a presentation was made to the headmaster, Mr. 
Martin Kraus, M A., who was about to be married the following Wednesday. The 
presentation consisted of a handsome pair of fish-carvers. One of the boys, in a 
neat little speech, said he bad mach pleasure in handing that marriage gift on 
behalf of the scholars, as a slight token of the high esteem in which they all held 
their headmaster. | 

Mr. KRAUS, in returning thanks, said that the presentation had come upon 
him as a great surprise, and he felt too moved to say much. He would continue to 
try todo what his predecessor has done so well in the past. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI, B.A., proposed & vote of thanks to Mrs. Simon for 
distributing the prizes. He said that ber connection and interest in the school, and 
especially in the girls’ department, had lasted for a long period, and was very deep,

THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


INCREASING DEFICIT. 


A meeting of the Board was held at the offices, Middlesex Street, last Monday. 
In the absence of Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, the President, Mr. Arthur Stiebel, one 
of the Vice-Presidents, cccupied the chair. ‘There were also present :—

Half-Yearly Balance-Sheet. 
Mr. PHILIP §. WALEY, the recently-appointed Treasurer, reported on the 
financial position of the Board for the half-year ended June 30th. The total 
income available for general purposes, he said, was £10,936, which included 


£1,544 received in legacies, expended to meet current demands in accordance with | 


the powers now vested in the Board. The amounts received showed a very appre- 
ciable falling off in comparison with the corresponding period of last year, when 
£14,388 was received, including legacies amounting to £4,273. The falling-off in 
income was accounted for by the receipt of £1,000 less in donations and £2,700 
less in legacies. The total expenditure from the general funds including adminis- 
tration during the period under review was £11,920, a reduction in comparison 
with the first half of 1912 of £500. After giving details of the various items 
accounting for this reduction, Mr. Waley said the present deficit of the Board had 
rigcen to £3,821, whereas the year had begun with a deficit of £2,836, notwith- 
standing that legacies to the value of £1,544 had been utilised to meet current 
expenditure. In summing up, the Treasurer thought the position of the Board a 
very serious one, and made an eloquent appeal for more reliable support. 

The TREASURER reported the receipt ef a legacy of £200 from the executors 
of the late Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, and £949 from the executors of the estate of 
the late Mr. Henry Lewis Moss, adding that a further sum was due from the 
executors. 

On the suggestion of the President, from whom a letter was read, it was 
decided to alter the date of issuing the annual winter appeal to the middle or the 
end of November. | 

Necessitous Tubercular Children, 
A letter from the City and Stepney Local Association, asking the Board to 
supply necessitous consumptive Jewish children with milk or ood-liver oil and 
malt during the school holidays, was read. _ 

The CHAIRMAN said that if the request were acceded to, the Board would be 
involved in a rather serious expenditure. 

Mr. I, SELIGMAN pointed out that the Board would not refuse parents if they 
applied for milk for their children, and he could not see how the Board would be 
worse off, if the children were supplied without the applications of the parents. 

Miss HYAM, a representative of the Association, observed that as it had been 
decided that it was illegal for the London County Council to feed children during the 


the East End schools on account of this deprivation. She was only asking that 


more than one hundred. Besides, in acceding to the request of the Association, 
the Health Department of the Board would only be carrying on its work towards 
& point making for completion. She expressed the opinion that if children were 
deprived of ths necessaries which the Association urged the Board to supply during the 

school holidays, the money expended in feeding the children during school hours 


would be absolutely wasted. In conclusion she moved a resolution to the effect that 
the Board accede to the request of the Association. :

-SHECHITA BOARD. 


NEW CASTING APPARATUS ADOPTED. 


A meeting of the Board of Shechita was held on Tuesday, at the Great 
Synagogue Chambers. There were present :— 
Mr. Josuxva M. Levy, President, in the chair, Dr. J. Klein, Messrs. R. ag 
B. Chaikin, L. Cohen, H. Emanuel, L. Frank, D. Frost, A. Josaphat, I. Landau, W.T. 
Leviansky, J. Maizels, Mark Moses, J.P., H. Smith and J. Trenner. Mr. M. Morris 
represented the retail butchers. 

' On the motion of the CHAIRMAN votes of condolence were passed to Mrs. 
Lewis Levy, on the death of her husband ; Mr, Samuel Moses, on the death of his 
father ; and Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C., on the death of his wife. 

The half-yearly accounts and estimates were presented. 

Mr. J. TRENNER drew attention to the great loss sustained in the killing of 
poultry. He asked whether, by imposing an increased charge, this could not be 
redressed. 

Mr. W. T. BEVIANSKY said he had more than once called attention to the 
same fact. But the loss could not be avoided. If they imposed an increased 
charge they would give an impetus to killing by unauthorised Shochetim. 

The accounts were adopted. 

Mr. L. FRANK drew attention to the following passages in the report of the 

Six months ago, in submitting the usual statement under this heading, it wa® 
observed that the period to follow held ont no bright prospect of an increase in the 


quantity of meat available for the kosher market. Cattle has been scarce snd 


prices have increased accordingly. At the time of writing the trade has almost 
reached a crisis, and there appear little or no prospect of improvement in this 
respect. Enquiries as to the cause of the continued falling-off in supplies are not 
encouraging. There seems to be no reasonable probability that live cattle will be 
shipped in any considerable number as in former years from the United States and 
Canada. Wholesalers are therefore confined to purchasing in British markets, 
and complain that they are meeting with increased difficulties in obtaining supplies. 
The shortage and consequent high price of meat has now become acute with the 
retailers, and if this should continue it will be desirable to find ways and means to 
relieve the situation. | 

Mr. FRANK moved the appointment of a sub-Committee to investigate the 
matter with a view to finding ways and means to increase the sources of supply. 

‘Mr. J. TRENNER seconded the motion. | | 
 -Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY said that the Board had always taken a wide view of 
its duties, and had given the greatest possible assistance to the trade in sending 
Shochetim wherever they were required. He thonght the motion unnecessary., 

Mr. MORRIS complained that the Board unduly restricted the number of 
carcase butchers, and thereby contributed to the dearness of meat as there was 
no competition. 

The PRESIDENT said that they had to consider the different interests of the 
trade, but the Board itself was not a trading concern and could not take action 
unless invited to do so by the trade. 

The motion was lost. ie 

| New Casting Apparatus. 

The PRESIDENT reported that the two new casting apparatus, theinventionsof the 
Rev. H. Shandel and Mr. H. L. Harris respectively, bad been tested by the Board. 
He read reports from Dayan Feldman and the Investigating Officer commending 
the two apparatus. 

Mr. J. TRENNER and Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY, who had been present at the 
trials, aleo expressed their approval. 

The Board authorised the Executive Committee to acquire the rights in each 
case. 
The PRESIDENT repcrted that the Editor of the JEWISH CHRONICLE ‘bad 
kindly forwarded to him a letter from a Shochet in Port Elizabeth relative to a 
casting apparatus. The Board would adopt that which was found most suitable. 


Mr. J. Marks, of Birmingham, who was at one time a Shochet, has pub- | 
lished a pamphlet on the “Jewish versus the Gentile method of slaughtering 
of animals for human consumption.” He suggests that in order to repel the 
attacks of opponents to the Jewish method, it will be necessary to educate some 
of our coreligionists, and in particular non-Jews, in the Jewish laws appertaining 
to slaughtering, and primarily those laws safeguarding against unnecessary 
cruelty to all God’s living creatures. To further this aim, Mr. Marks suggests 
the printing in pamphlet form of an epitome of such laws, and their distribution 
among “ Humane societies, non-Jews, and others interested.” He proceeds to 
deal with some of the charges against Shechita, and replies in detail to each point. 


“SHECHITA AGAIN.” 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. CHARLES W. FORWARD, Redleaf, Wilton 
Crescent, Wimbledon. 


Sir,— My attention has been directed to your comments on Mr. Arthur Lee’s 
Bill, which will make the stunning of animals obligatory prior to bleeding, and, 
ipso facto, make the Jewish system as now practised impossible. 

I notice that you suggest a pamphlet written in popular language in defence 
of the present methods, should be circulated broadcast. Critics of Shechita can 
take no exception to such a course, though they will no doubt reply, and a con- 
troversy will be raised which, in view of the growing humane sentiments of the 
community, may possibly not end in the way you seem to expect. , 

I ask, with all sincerity, is there no other way of dealing with this subject 
Am I right in assuming that the end in view is the removal of the blood, and that 
any modification of the system that would reduce the sufferings of the animals, 
without interfering with the essentials of Shechita would not be opposed by the © 
more intelligent portion of the Jewish community ? / 

Recent woud 2 experiments seem to prove that the previous stunning does not - 
interfere with thorough bleeding, and there is at least a division of opinion amongst 
Jews as to how far Shechita might be modified. 

I once had the privilege of discussing this question with the Shechita Board, 
and I cannot help thinking that they will, before long, be able to deal with it ina 
more —— way than by adopting a non possumus attitade to every suggestion 
(It is characteristic of the attitude assumed by those who oppose the Jewish 

- method of slaughter, under the altogether misiaken notion that it is an in- 
humane process, for our correspondent to make up his mind in advance that 
any plea in favour of Shechita must prove futile. It isa this prejudiced bear- 
ing that is at the root of much of the trouble. Oar correspondentisas mistaken in 
supposing that ther is really any “division of opinion amongst Jews” on the 
question, just because one or two Jews, who are not in anything Jewish 

- religiously conforming, have sided with the opponents of Shechita, as he must 

\be, in supposing that the Shechita Board could by any possibility agree to vary 

the method of Shechita as defined by Jewish law, which probibits the stunning 

of animals before being killed. He is, however, perfeotly right in supposing 
that any amendment of the process that does not interfere with the essentials 
of Shechita—that is to say the laws regulating Shechita—would be welcomed 
by Jews. Stunning prior to killing, as pro in Mr. Lee’s Bill, is a sug- 
_ gested interference with the Jewish laws regulating Shechita, and is therefore 
by the whole community, irrespective of the intelligence or otherwise 

those composing it.—EDITOR.] | 
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JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


The CHIEF RABBI presided on Sunday afternoon at the Jews’ Free School, at 
the prize distribution of the Jewish Religious Education Board. The building bad 
been given over to the decorators, but when it became known that the Chief Rabbi 
would preside at the function the scaffolding was removed in order that the distri- 
bution might take place as originally arranged. 

_ he proceedings, in which the children of over twenty sets of classes took part, were 
admirably organised by Mr. David Moses, the Senior Superintendent. Vocal items 
were splendidly rendered by the boys’ and girls’ choirs of the Sabbath School. The 
Chief Rabbi was received by a guard of honour of the Jews’ Free School Company of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade; and a company of Girl Guides, under Miss Franklin, lined 
the hall, a novel feature which added to the picturesqueness of the proceedings. The 

mange ser distributed by Mrs. Feldman, in the absence ehrongh indisposition of 

rs. Hertz. 

The CHAIRMAN, in his address, said he did not know any organisation in this 
country which was engaged in holier or more vital work than the Board. The most 
serious problem with which any community could be confronted was that with which the 
Board grappled—that of religious education. The highest and holiest work in which 


any community could be engaged was that of planting religious truths in the hearts and 


souls of little children. Of the 23,000 Jewish children receiving Jewish instruc- 


_ tion in this country fully one-third—over 8,000—were handled by the Board. 


The thing he liked most about the Board was that it was dissatisfied with its work. It 
wanted todo more. It looked for more children. As soon as a new group of children 
was discovered in need of Jewish religious instruction steps were immediately taken to 


_ make provision for them. During the previous quarter of an hour representations had 


been made to the President that a set of classes was wanted at the Virginia Road School 
and he had promised that it should be provided. (Cheers.) They had good reason to 
believe that throughont the length and breadth of Greater London there must be three 
or four thousand children, abandoned religiously by their parents, who had not yet come 
under the inflnence of the Board or other agencies. These had to be brought in so that 


every child in the metropolis requiring Hebrew or religions instruction might be in a 


position to receive it. It was the intention of the Board to widen its area but it also 
intended to deepen its activity. Those at the head of the Board were not satisfied that 
the children should merely be able to read their prayers—they must know their prayers ; 
they should: not merely possess a superficial knowledge of the Bible, but should 
have a thorongh knowledge of it. It was their earnest desire that the children 
should acquire this wider knowledge at continuation classes, so that they 
should know their Judaism and not merely have a bowing acquaintance with it- 
They could do absolutely nothing without the co-operation of the parents, and he urged 
upon the fathers and mothers present to encourage the Executive of the Board in the 
formation and maintenance of these continuation classes for the pupils of secondary 
schools. In days gone by, people were not satisfied with anything but the widest possible 
knowledge of Judaism, but now the community seemed possessed of an extraordinary 
humility as far as their children were concerned, being content with the minimum 
amount of religions knowledge. They must get rid of this false modesty, and instil a 
healthier ideal of Jewish knowledge and of self-respect based on Jewish knowledge. He 
again appealed to the parents to second the efforts of the Board. 

Dayan FELDMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teachers, paid a tribute 
to the earnestness, zeal and devotion with which they carried on the practical 
work of the Board. 

Mr. DAVID MOSES, in reply, expressed appreciation of the presence of the 
relent and the hope that he would take an early opportunity of inspecting 
the o 8. 

Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN, President of the Board, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Feldman, referred to the continuation 
classes and gaid that their success would depend on the pupils. Classes would be 
formed wherever the desire was expressed by the children to continue their 
studies. The Board was anxious to have a religions educational ladder, just as 
there was a secular educational ladder. a 

The CHIEF RABBI, in reply, seconded Mr. Franklin’s appeal. They looked 
for the Oliver Twists—and the Olivia Twists !—who asked for more.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


MR. POLAK AND EMPLOYERS’ UNDERTAKINGS. 


THE “MONEY-QUESTION” AND THE IMMIGRATION OFFICER. 
There was a sitting of the Appeal Board on Monday last, when appeals 


involving eleven Jews were heard. The Board consisted of Mr. J. H. Polak, J.P., 


in the Chair, Mr. T. J. Evans, and Mr. Ickoff. Mr. I. Landau represented ten of 
the appellants. 


The first appeal was that of JOSEF HOCHNITZ, a young married man, aged 


twenty, said to be coming to an uncle. Considerable time was occupied in 


clearing up the relationship existing between the appellant and a Mr. Fiegenblatt, 


the uncle in question. Mr, Fiegenblatt, on being called, said his own employer 


would give the appellant work. The employer, Mr. Freidman, said he was 
prepared to give Hochnitz work for six months at 30s. per week. The Chairman 
asked him if he was prepared to forfeit £10 to the manif he did not keep the 
undertaking. He expressed his willingness to do this, and on Mr. Freidman 
signing an undertaking to this effect, the appeal was allowed. 

The next appeal was that of MEILECH GREEN, a young married man, said to be 
a ladies’ tailor, ing to a relative here named Radowski. The immigration 
officer said the latter was not a relative. The appellant bad £8 10s. in his 
possession. The Chairman asked the officer why he rejected the man, 
as he appeared capable and bad over £8 in his poseession. He replied that 
the money question did not weigh with him. Mr. Landan asked the 
officer whether if the appellant had £100 it would make any difference. 
He replied it would not, as in his judgment the amount of money 


appellants had, formed no criterion as to the desirability of aliens. Radowski 


was called before the Board and promired to look after the appellant. The 
Chairman said that although there were about 200 Jewish tailors out of work, 
apparently the man came there out of pity to try and get the immigrant work 
rather than that he should go back to Russia and be sent to prison for evading his 
militery service. ‘‘ These people take a lot of trouble to find men to come up and 


say they can give them work,” added the Chairman, “ but 65 per cent. of those 


who come forward never carry out their obligations. They do not give the men 
a day’s work, or see them again from the time they come before the Board. In 
March, twenty out of thirty failed in their promises. The immigrants meet a 
stranger on board ship and be tells them he bas some friends in London and could 
get them work. This young man earns 203. to 303. a week in Russia. He could 
only get the same here and be would have to send some money home to his wife, 
as well as keep himself. With all desire to be humane, I do not think we can 
admit this case.” 
The Board decided to reject the appellant. 


. HERSCH GROWODOWITZ, a boy of eighteen, said he came at the invitation of 
his aunt anda cousin, who was a tailor, and who bad promised to give him work. 
The Board however was not satisfied and rejected the appeal. 

SELIG PIETORIGSKY and his wife next appealed from the order cf rejection. 
The male appellant was said to be a blacksmith and thirty-five yearsof age. They 
were proceeding to an address in Plummer’s Row. 

The immigration officer read a long adverse report concerning the appellants, 
and the appeal became quite hopeless. The Chairman said they were very sorry, 
but they bad no option but to reject the appeal. 

A young girl, PESSE DRAGAN, aged eighteen, next appealed. She had over 
£6 in her possession and described herself as a wig-maker, and came here at the 
invitation of her cousin. Unfortunately the girl appeared to be quite indifferent 
to the proceedings, and her manner was strongly resented by the Board. A master 
hairdresser offered the girl work at a fair wage, and her cousin, a very intelligent 
young lady, promiged to help her. The Board, however, decided not to admit 


the girl. 


The next two appeals were those of WOLF KLECZAWSKI and ABEL WALTZKY, 
They were only staying here 
temporarily before preceeding to America. Upon the Shelter’s undertaking 
that they would be duly sent to America, they were allowed to land. 

The appeal of JUDEL FETNER was rejected, no relative or friend being present 
on bis behalf. He was able to speak English fairly well, having been in this 
country before. | 

HERZL NIEVIDZE was the next appellant. He was a young married man, 
who said he came here only to proceed to New Zealand, as he had work offered 
him there by a Mr. Cooper. Mr. Cooper was present at the hearing, he having © 
come over to London on business, and intended to take appellant back with him. 
He undertook to produce the ship ticket for the appellant later in the day, and on 
his undertaking to do this, the appeal was allowed. ae, 

-The last appeal was that of GEDALIA BRAVERMAN. He wasa young lada 


| ged 
‘eighteen, said to be a tailor. He came here to his uncle, a Mr. Goldschaft. The 


immigration officer said Mr. Goldschaft appeared to be a very respectable man, 
although his house was rather small and he bad a fair-sized family. Mr. Gold- 


 gcohaft was called and said he would look after appellant and give him work. The 


members of the Board doubted whether he had accommodation at his house, but 


the witness arsured the Board that he had ample room, and after a little further 
discussion the Board decided to allow the appeal.

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


. . . By ONE OF THEM 


Competition among the promoters of private Hebrew classes seems to be 
growing especially keen. Everybody hasa Cheder now-a-days, and not even the 
fact that his entire establishment comprises no more than two rooms daunts the 
pedagogue in his educational venture. One Cheder displays a Yiddish notice over 
the doorway to the effect that these are “the best Hebrew claeses” in the neigh- 
bourhood. Surely, local enterprise can go no farther. My own idea is that there 
are far too many inferior Chedarim on the educatioral market. The haplees pupil 
who comes within their clutches absorbs a little in parrot-like fashicn and a 
disproportionately large quantity of vitiated air. “‘Cheder headache ” isa common 
complaint in the Ghetto, attributable to stuffy atmosphere and the unvarying 
sing-song in which the lessons are imparted. The teacher at the Cheder I have in 
mind wears a top-coat in: the classroom throughout the year, whether the © 
temperature be below zero, or the mercury jampipng up madly. | 


He was brought up to the boot-making trade, but failed to make a living. 
Next he tried fruit-vending for a while, but the exertion of pushing a barrow was 
too much for his attenuated frame. Then, asa lact resort, he fell back upon the 
teaching of Hebrew, and he bas been teaching Hebrew—with an atrocious foreign 
accent—ever since. He does not retain his pupila over-long. They gravitate of 
their own accord to a near-by Talmud Torah, where the air is relatively sweeter 
and the teacher less prodigal of the rod of authority. 3 , 


The Cheder seems to subsist because there are parents who imagine that indi- 
vidual tuition in Hebrew is best for the child. Educationists, I think, hold the con- 
trary view; and I am not far wrong in saying thatthe Talmud Torahs have turned 
out pupils of greater brilliance than any Cheder could ever hope to evolve. 


That a foster-mother of the Jewish faith should take charge of a home for the 
reception of Jewish children was the suggestion thrown out by the Rev. J. F. 
Stern at a recent meeting of the Mile End Guardiane. It had been stated by the 
Scattered Homes Visiting Committee that there were several children ‘ supposed 
to be of Jewish parents” whom the Jewish authorities were unwilling to recognise 
in the absence of direct evidence of their religion. But the Rev. Mr. Stern pointed 
out that the contrary was the case, the children being instructed and regularly visited 
by Jewish representatives. Mr. Stern considered the present method of housing 
the children to be unsatisfactory, and ‘proposed an arrangement with two Iccal 
Boards of Guardians whereby his suggested home, with its really Jewish atmoe- 
phere, could be set apart for the reception of the unfortunate children. We, of 
course, have no such institution in our midst, but it seems a pity that these little 
ones should be brought up amid surroundings that are not calculated to strengthen, 
or even to form, the ties that should bind them to their own race and faith. | 


Is the Naturalisation Society justified? The conception of a new Society in 
Stepney, presumably on the ashes of others that have paesed, provides a topic for 
comment in the local newspaper. There is no reason, the writer urges, why 
aliens who intend to make England the home of their families should not become 
duly naturalised, “in order to improve the electoral rol).". But we are reminded 
that previous efferts in this direction bave not been crowned with success, “ because 
there is, on the part of the average laborious ‘ Yiddisher,’ a distressing lack of 
enthusiasm on the subject.” Wherein is the newly-created Britisher found lacking 
in enthusiasm? He makes no attempt “to understand the various intensely vital 
political topics” which are supposed to convulse with concern the entire nation, 
and, moreover, does not show at the ballot-box “the expected gratitude to the 
philanthropic party politicians” who found these organisatione. More often he 
has to be “ bounced and bustled ” into going to the polling-station at all. 


Is this, then, a true picture of the gratitude of the naturalised foreigner? It 
seems 80. Yet we must regard it likewise as a sort of retribution upon those party 
wire-pullers who exploit the alien not because of his anxiety to become a citizen, 
but because he will prove a useful factor in the piling up of majorities. They 
desire, in fact, to make him a mere pawn is their little game, and they realise 
that even an alien can have opinions of his own, and that while yon can lead him, 
you cannot drive him, at least, not with any great measure of success.

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OBITUARY.

HERTZ.—Colonel Emile Hertz has died in Paris in his eightieth year. He 
- entered the army in 1854, with the rank of sub-lieutenant in the Engineers. He 
took part in the war of 1870-71, and greatly distinguished himself in several 
engagements. In 1871, Commandant Hertz, as he then was, was employed in the 
army of Versailles, and received the personal thanks of President Thiers for the 


- manner in which important works placed under his charge had been carried out. 


In 1882 he was appointed Chief of Engineers at Algiers, and was promoted to be 
Lient.-Colonel. After having been successively Chevalier and Officer of the 
Legion of Honour, he received the Collar of Commander of the Order in 1893. 
PHILLIPS.—On June 3rd there passed away in Sydnev (our correspondent 
in that city writes), at the age of eighty-four, Mr. P. A. Phillips, one of the 
founders of the Jewish community in New Zealand, where he arrived from 
England in 1848. Mr. Phillips spent most of his life in Auckland, where he was 
formerly one of the most prominent citizens, haviffg been its first Mayor. He 
filled the Chair again in several years, and was afterwards Town Clerk of the city 
for a long period. It was he who secured the sites for the synagogues in Auckland 
and in Wellington, afterwards the eapital of the Dominion. In those pioneer days 
Mr. Phillips was active in every phase of communal work; but later on concen- 
trated rather on municipal interests, on which he spoke with authority.

Mr. George Girling, Inspector for the London County Council, in a report 
sent to the Managers on his latest visit, designates the general level of efficiency 
for the whole school as “excellent.” In his general remarks, Mr. Girling states :—~ 
The boys of this school are almost entirely of alien birth, mainly Russian. It is, 
therefore, very much to the credit of the teaching staff that the boys do so well with the 
schoolroom work, and especially in their beuwictes of English, which they seem to pick 
up with remarkable avidity. Of the London boys, fifteen work as market gardeners, and 
receive theoretical instruction in addition to practical work ; twenty work as tailors, six 
in the metal shop, three as carpenters. All boys pass through a course of mannal 
training in wood-work. The work as seen ondhe day of inspection was good. It is well- 


managed by Mr. and Mrs. Ellis, and the Managing Committee take great interest in the 
Institation. |

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Convalescent Home was held at the Great 
Western Hotel, Paddington, on Tuesday. Mre. BISCHOFFSHEIM, who was in 
the chair, briefly moved the adoption of the report and balance-sheet. | 

Mr. GEORGE §S. JOSEPH, Hon. Secretary, said with regard to taking patients 
under the National Insurance Act, that the committee had decided to do a0 
because they thought that if they did not there would be no place to which the 
Jewish insured patients could go. Those patients were paid for at the rate of 
293. 6d. per week, but that was not a paying rate and would have to be increased. 
Such patients had to come in under the regulations, and if they did not conform 
to discipline they must go. The institution had been “approved” only for a 
limited period like all such institutions. It might, however, be possible for them 
to provide additional accommodation, but this could not be done until the arrange- 
ments under the Act were more permanent. As regards their activity, they 
had received 86 patients of which number 46 had been discharged with the disease 
arrested. It was noteworthy that during the year none of their patients had died. 
For the Home in Brighton, they had been able to take larger and more suitable 
premises. They had accommodation for more children than they admitted. But 
owing to want of funds they were unable to receive the fifteen extra children. He 
extended a hearty welcome to Mr. H.R. Levinsohn, assistant hon. secretary, who 
bad done much work during Miss Jacob’s absence abroad. 

Mr. WALTER SELIGMAN, the Treasurer, said that they required an income of 
£1,400 in addition to the fixed income. They would be getting something, it was 
true, from the Insurance Commission, but not nearly enough to make up £1,400.

Both the Daneswood Sanatorium and the Children’s Convalescent Home at Brighton 
have been carried on with most satisfactory results. The number of patients admitted 
to the Daneswood Sanatorium in 1912 was ninety; four of these, however, were re-ad- 
mission cases. The Committee find it difficult adequately to express their appreciation 
of the cervices of Dr. Brander for his attention to the patients, also of Miss Brown, the 
Matron, and Miss Berger, the Housekeeper. The work of the After-care Committee 
continues to be successful. Having been approached by the Insurance Committee of the 
County of London, the Committee have decided to receive a limited namber of insured 
persons of the Jewish faith at a charge of 29s. 64. per week, and twenty-nine insured 
patients have been received. The Home at Brighton has been taken on a lease with an 
option to purchase at the price of £2,900, of which the Committee have two sums of £500 
and £100, being respectively from the executors of the late Aaron and Arthur Sassoon, 
to form the nucleus of a fund to purchase the new Home, and they appeal to other 
generous donors to provide the balance required. The Committee gratefully acknowledge 
the receipt of a legacy of £500 from the late T. H. ropes, he Home now receives 
convalescent cases requiring surgical treatment and its usefulness has been considerably 
increased. The Committee express their appreciation of the services of the Matron, Miss 
Salinger, the Hon. Medical Officer, Dr. Jacomb Hood, the Medical Attendant, Dr. C. 
Benham, and the Rev. A. C. Jacobs, Hon. Secretary of the local Committee. In 1911 
there were 295 patients. Thanks sre due to the President, Mrs. Bischoffsheim, who

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND THE 
MUSWELL HEBREW CONGREGATION. 
A Question of Burial Rights. 


Hill Hebrew Congregation. 


SIR,—It may interest your readers to know, that after endless delays and 
postponements, after a correspondence extending over a period of more than fifteen 
months, the United Synagogue have abruptly, and without assigning any reason, 
refused the application of our Congregation for burial rights. | 

The reason was probably withheld because there can be no adequate one. 
Properly speaking there can be no sufficient cause for such a refusal, save on the 
grounds of instability, or the extreme proximity of some synagogue already 
possessing burial rights. As to the latter, I may as well say at once, that the 
nearest synagogue, Finsbury Park, is an hour-and-a-half’s walk away, and the 
nearest United synagogue is at a distance of six or seven miles. 


entering on its third year. During that period we have saved about £20 (a 
sum which is considerably less than the deficit of many of the constituent 
synagogues) and we have also managed to acquire an ark, two sephorim, and a 
reading desk. At our first services there were forty people, last year there were 
eighty-five, this year we have reasonable hopes of numbering well over a hundred. 
These figures may seem poor and pitiable enough to a Committee in the centre of 
Aldgate, but it must be remembered we are not in a specifically Jewish district ; 
and moreover (and this is the chief point) we are very much hampered by the fact 
that many of those Jews who move out to such a suburb as this have no special 


these stragglers, and to secure them to Judaism, and surely in this work we are 
justified in looking for the assistance and not the hindrance of the chief Jewish 
organisation. 

It may seerf ridiculous to talk of burial rights as assistance in building up a 
Community; and though perhaps it is rather difficult to explain to a young 
married couple that the chief attraction of the Congregation is the prospect of a 
cheap funeral, it is nevertheless certain that a great many Jews only join the 
Synagogue for the reason of desiring to be laid to rest in the same ground as their 
brethren. It is chiefly with this class of Jew that we have to deal. We have to 
attract him, and although such methods may be sordid nevertheless once inside 
our organisation he will come to our services and, what is more important, 
bring his children with him. The support of the United Synagogue should 
not be withheld from us because we are too small. We cannot be too 
small. The smaller we are the more support they should give us. After 
all we are the pioneers. Those who work for such outlying congregations 
as ours may not realise it themselves, but it is none the leas they who are 
providing for the future in, like the outposts of Empire, making a centre for 
the young—and unborn—generations who will otherwise probably know nothing 
of their race. The arbitrary refusal of the United Synagogue to consider our 
claim is no great advertisement for that body. It shows inability to understand 
the needs of a decentralised London Jewry, and a failure to appreciate the fact 
that if the edge of the leaf is not protected from blight the heart may also decay. 

The cream of the story is perhaps to be found in the last annual report of the 
United Synagogue. Mention is made of Muswell Hill amongst other outlying 
localities, and emphasis is placed upon the necessity of “ nursing these congrega- 
tions from infancy to maturity.”

SO%E CONCERTS OF THE WEEK. 

Despite the fact that the musical reason is practically at an end, several 
recitals of interest have taken place during the week. Harp recitals have been by 
no meané rare of late, but particular brilliance pertained to the performance given 


on Wednesday week, at Steinway Hall, by Sigeor Mario Lorenzi. Kuaown at one 
time as the Italian “ wunderkind ” harpist, he hasdeveloped from a boy-prodigy into 
an artist of rare abilities, and possessed of a manual dexterity which has made him 
a past master of his art. Generally, there is a distinct tendency towards monotony 
ia harp recitals, but with Signor Lorenzi this was guarded sgsinst by his ability to 
infuse personality into the music he interprets, and his rendering of such solos as 
“ Autama ” (J. Taomas), and “ Phantaisie ” (Saiat Saé1s), proved his command of 
delicacy as well as technique. Some remarkably fice singing was beard from 
Signorioas Guerrina Fabbri and Nina Garelliand Conte Vittorio Grisi Della Pie; 
while additional novelty was lent by the performance of “ The Men of Harlech ” on 
an orchestra cf eighteen harps. 

Patrons of the concert given by Monsieur Hollman at Bechstein Hall on 
Thursday week were preeented with a programme that gave ample scope for the 
boauty of tone and fiaished technique for which the eminent ‘cellist is noted. 
Comménéing with the“ Damky ” Trio (Op. 90), of Dvorak, in which he received 
splendid support from Mr. Paul Kochanski (violin), and Mr. F. A. Sewell at the 
piano, Monsieur Ho!lman proceeded to give the first complete performance in 
London of a Suite in E mizor, by. C. Widor, which proved melodious and 
bnilt on well-constructei themes. Extremely sucsessful were the ’oellist’s own 
compositions which, besides an effective Andante and Allegro, included a song, 
“Mbhaneon d’Amour,” with ‘cello obligato, sung by Miss Joan Reynolde, a 
young singer, whose first appearance was a most felicitous one. She is the 
pessessor of asoprano voice of rich and even quality and considerable rau ge of compass. 

An upu:nal innovation, in ths way of time, was made by Miss Daisy Kennedy 

d Mr. Vernon Warner in giving their violin and pianoforte recital at 5.30 the 
same afternoon at ADolian Hall. Both young artists have already proved their 
quality in other recitals, and it is sufficient therefore, to eay, that on this occasion 
their interpretations were invested with perception and skill, notably in Grieg’s C 
minor Somata. An attractive feature was Miss Kennedy's playing of a Suite

What was practically the last important recital of the season was giran at 
Bechstein Hall on Tussday, by Me. Eric Marks, ia conjunction with the young 
pianist, Mr. Max Darewski. Mr. Marks is a singer who should have come 
forward earlier in the season, for there is clcarly a musical career 
open to him. His rendering of s ngs, selections of which ranged from Schubert 
to Tosti, was distingaished by the tha fiue quility of tone, and his unaffected 
charm of*delivery secured a hearty reception from the large andieace assembled. 
Versatility was shown in ths Dao “La ci darem” from Mozart's cpera, ‘“ Don 
Giovanvi,” in which he had able assistance from Miss Amy Grant. Mr. Derewski’s 
pianoforté solos wera interpreted in an iutimats mauner and with a fice virility 
and perosgivion that made for a very admi-able perfor nance. Mr. Charlton Keith 
accompanied ficely. 

| THEATRICAL NOTES. 

The brilliant Yiddish poet and novelist, Abraham Raisen, is row in 
London, on his way from the States back to Rassia. The distinguished visitor is 
one of the most prolific of Yiddish poets and story-writ:rs, mauy of which have 
been rendered into several European Janguages, including Eagiish, which should 
be familiar to readers of the and JEWISH CHRONICLE, thanks to the 
excellent translations of Miss Helena Frank. Admirers of the poet and novelist 
have arranged to welcome him next Sunday evenivg at the Pavilion Theatre, 
Whitechapel. The reception will take the form of a literary aod masical evening, 
at which readings and recitations from bis prose and poetry will be given. 

The vary succeasful revival of “Oliver Twist” at the Lyceum comes perhaps 
nearest to-what Dickens meant to portray. The rather involved story that 
Dickens wrote is clearly presented in ths present adaptation, which contains, 
perhaps, more of the story than previous alastors have given us. Scenes of 
bumonr and of intense and thrilling human interest abound, and the realism of it 
all evokes Veciferoas epplanee. The Sykes of Mr. Lonsdale, savage 
and traculent as it is, and Miss Lilian Hallows’ appealing Nancy are most euc- 
cessful. especially in the murder scene, in conveying the sente of tragedy. Ms: 
Mary Glynne is a gentle O'iver, and Mr. Albert Ward's Fagan, though jasta little 
exaggerated at times, is vigorous aud effective. Mr. J. T. McMillan, as Bumble. 
conveys the humour as well as the official bratality of the part. The acting of the 
rest of the cist is effective and forms a good support to the principals. The play 
is tastefally mounted, and Mr. Sullivan Brocke’s music is an enjoyable feature of 
the performance. We shall say no more, though the temptation is strong within 
us, to point out the impcssibilities of the Jewish character of the play. 

When a play is an established success, even thongh its central idea may be 
slightly far-fetched, it ia futile for the capiious critic to point out to the ardent 
playgoer the deviations ircm the ideal play. Judged from a high stavdard, 
“Within the Law,” at the Haymarket, has certain weaknesses. Bus it holds our 
attention, it is exciting, it has periods of genuine comedy, and it is superbly 
acted; evgo it is one of the few plays in London which are attracting crowded 
houses, despite the time of year. The fact that it is a melodrama need not 
deter the “superior perzon.” It is invigorating and wholesome melodrama, and 
provides @ welcome relief from “eternal triavgle” and “problem”’ plays. 
The acting of Miss Edyth Goodall and Miss Mabel Russell, and Meserse. 
Frederick Ross, Lyall Swete, Eille Norwood, Leon M. Lion, J. V. Bryant, 


‘and James Berry, to name only the principals, is well-nigh perfect. The play is 


produced by Sr Herbert Tree, and the Box Offise manager wi!l attest to the fact 
that the famous actor-manager, like the good judge he is, bas, in eporting parlance, 
‘spotted a winner.”
